Altbough Fitz is extremely conscientious fn bis train- 
ing and may be depended upon to go into the ring 
prepared to fight to the best of his ability, he will not 
have any advantage over the big Californian, who Is 
down to 212 pounds and in the pink of physical con- 
dition, Most of his hard exercise has been running 
over steep mountain sides, which has given him superb 
wind and made his flesh hard as nails, Delaney, who 
is an exacting trainer, is perfectly pleased with Jeff's 
work, and said that never tn his life had he seen a man 
in such splendid physical condition, Those who have 
seen Jeff recently say that tn his cat-like quickness, 
despite his heavy weight, he reminds them of John L, 
at his best, and that his blows are something fearful. 
Jeft never seems feazed by the heaviest blow, and it is 
impossible, in his crouching attitude, for either of his 
sparring partners to get in on him on any vulnerable 
spot. 

Fitzsimmons has done a lot of road work at Skaggs, 
and more than his ordinary amount of gymnastic 
practice, George Dawson is as satisfied with his condt 
tion as Delaney ts with Jeff. Dawson declares that 
Fits’s wind ts perfect,and that never before has he 
known the Cornishman to be so quick or so strong in 
sparring.

While in England White refereed two fights at the 
National Club, and received in tions to go to New- 
castle, Birmingham and other places, where the 
Englishmen were anxious to witness the American 
style of refereeing. 

While having the referee in the ring with the boxers 
was thought to bean innovation which the conserva- 
tive Britisher would never agree to even think of, the 
opposite’ proved the case, and White’s work was 
thoroughly appreciated by every one. 

White looks well after his trip,and he expressed 
himself as being well pleased with the royal treatment 
he received at the hands of the National Sporting Club 
officials and the English sportsmen in general. 

“I never had such a fine time in all my life,” said 
White. 
I don’t think any of the boxers who went abroad have 
any complaint to offer. Every contract was lived up 
to by the National Sporting Club, The fights were very 
good, but the King's Mlness kept away the club mem- 
bers.

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Al Herford seems to be more humiliated by 
Jimmy Britt’s refusal to fight Joe Gans on account of 
the latter's color than Gans himself is. Britt is a real
